“I¢ we had remained in England ; 
our family would have had to be 
separated anyway,” she said. 
“Ronald’s school had been evac- 
uated into the south of Wales. 
June was in another part. My 
husband was away from home do- 
ing voluntary work during the 
emergency. So we felt that for 
the safety of the children it was 
best for us to come to the United | 
States.” 

One of the tragic aspects of the 
conflict is the necessary breaking 
up of families, the English visitor ' 
said, explaining: ‘There is very 
little home life.” 

“The spirit of the British peo- 
ple is marvelous,’ she commented. 
“When people ask me if I think 
Britain will win, the question is 
difficuft to comprehend. In Eng- 
land we never think for a minute 
that we shall be defeated, but we 
all accept the fact that a tremen- 


one is doing something to help 
win the war. Men who are above 
military age are engaged in vol- 
unteer service, and the women 
who are left behind are taking 
over men’s jobs. 

WITHSTAND NERVE STRAIN 

‘It is remarkable how the Brit- 
ish can withstand the constant 
nervous strain of air raids, Los- 
ing sleep every night and hearing 
the piercing air - raid sirens, 1s 
wearing, but it‘ has not demoral- 
ized the nation.”

According to Mrs. Franks, the 
food situation is not at all crit- 
ical.

The beautiful English country- 
side has undergone a dishearten- 
ing transformation, however, Mrs. 
Franks says. ‘At the entrance to 
every city and town huge cement 
obstructions have been set, Build- 
ings are covered with barbed wire 
and sand bags. Business, how- 
ever, is going on much the same 
as usual, except the luxury trades 
do not flourish. 

Apparently unemployment does 
not exist. Everyone is engaged in 
some defense work.

On one day in each month 
the mercury hit the 100 degree 
mark. - 

The July average for this year 
was 87 degrees and for last year 
it was 89 degrees. 

During September of last year

Owner Mexican families in Cuca- 
monga total 90, ind vacant dwell- 
ing units in Cucamonga total 47. 47. 


UPLAND MEXICANS _ 

In Upland, the number of Mex- 
ican tenant families totals 100, 
while the Mexican owner families 
total 92, and vacancies in the Mex- 
ican sections amount to 25 dwell- 
ing units. 

WHITE FAMILIES 

A total of 70 substandard dwell- 
ing units for white families were 
covered, including 32 tenant fam- 
ilies in Upland; 11 owner families 
in Upland, and 11 vacant dwell- 
ing units; nine Cucamonga ten- 
ants, and seven Cucamonga own- 
ers. 

GUASTI 

In Guasti, where the Mexican 
section only was surveyed, there 
are 80 Mexican tenant dwelling 
units, and 20 vacant dwelling 
units. 

FACILITIES 

Arr examination of the facilities 
found in the various homes re- 
veals the fact that the Cucamonga 
Mexican tenant group possesses 
the least sanitation. For instance, 
there are 136 dwelling units 
among tenant Mexicans there 
without inside {toilet and bath, 
while only sixt in that group in- 
clude a bath. } Also, there are 96 
homes withoipt inside running 
water among he Cucamonga ten- 
ant Mexicand while only 46 in- 
clude running } water. 

In the Cuc&§&monga owner Mex- 
ican group the sanitary facilities 
are better tharp among the tenant 
group. Amo Mexican owners 
in Cucamonga there are 59 homes 
with running\ water and 28 with- 
out; 38 with Yinside toilet and 50 
without; 28 with inside bath, and

UPLAND FACILITIES 
Among Upland tenant Mexican 
families, 58 have inside running 
water and 42 do not; 32 have in- 
side toilet and 68 do not; 19 have 
inside bath, and 81 do not.
